CHAPTER XXXVI. 

The Foxhound—(Continued). 

It U customary for arrangements to be made by tbe master with 
neighboring farmers and the occupiers of premises In the vicinity 
of the kenuel, to “walk" young bounds from the time tbe latter 
leave their mothers, until they are old enough to be taken up and 
entered. On the subject of kennel management, feeding, and 
tbe subsequent entering of young hounds, Mr. Beckford has the 
following practical and judlclouB remarks: 

“ If you find that they take a dislike to any particular hound, 
the safest way will be to remove him, or it is very probable they 
will kill him at last. When a feeder hears the hounds quarrel In 
the kennel, he balloos to them, to stop them. He then goes In 
amongst them, and flogs every hound he can come near. How 
much more reasonable as well as more efficacious would it be 
were he to see which were the combatants before he speaks to 
them I Punishment would then fall, as It ought, on the guilty 
only. In all packs there are some hounds more quarrelsome 
than the re6t, and it is to them we owe all the mischief that 1s 
done. If you find chastisement cannot quiet them, It may be 
prudent to break their holders; for since they are not necessary 
to them for the meat they have to eat, they are not likely to serve 
them In any good purpose. 

“Young hounds should be fed twice a day, as they seldom take 
klDdly at first to the kennel meat, and the distemper la very apt 
to seize them at this time. It Is better not to round them till 
they are thoroughly settled; nor should It be put off till the hot 
weather, for then they would bleed too much. If any of the 
dogs are thin over the back, or any more quarrelsome than the rest, 
it will be of use to cut them. 1 also spay such bitches as I think 
I shall not want to breed fr<«n; they are moreuseful, are stouter, 
and are always In better order. Besides, It Is absolutely neces¬ 
sary If you hunt late lu the Spring, or your pack will be very short 
for want of it. It may be right to tell you that the latter opera¬ 
tion does not always succeed; it^vill be necessary, therefore, to 
employ a skilful person, and onetm whom you can depend; for 
If It Is ill dooe, though they cannot have puppies, they will go to 
heat notwithstanding, of which I have known many Instances; 
and that, I apprehend, would not answer at any rate. 

“ It without doubt Is best, when you air your hdunds, to tBke 
them out separately—the old ones one day, another day the young 
—but as I find your hounds are to have their whey at a distant 
dairy, on those days both old and young may be taken out to¬ 
gether, obftrvlng only to take the youDg hounds In couples, 
when the old ones are along w*th them. Young hounds are 
always ready for any kind of mischief, and idleness might make 
even old ones too ready to join them In It. Besides, should they 
break off from the huntsman, the whipper-in Is generally too Ill- 
mounted at this season of tbe year easily to head them, to bring 
them back. Run no such risk. My hounds were near belDg 
spoiled by the mere accident of a horse’s falling. The whipper- 
in was thrown from his horse. The horse ran away, and the 
whole pack followed him. A flock of sheep,which were at a little 
distance, took fright, began to run, and the hounds pursued them. 
The most vicious set on the rest, and several sheep were soon 
pulled down and killed. I mention this to show you what caution 
la necessary whilst the hounds are Idle; for though the fall of 
the horse was not to be attributed ttf any fault of the man, yet, 
had the old hounds been taken out oy themselves, or had all the 
young ones been In couples, It la probable so common an accident 
would not have produced so extraordinary an event. 

“ It is now time to stoop them to a scent. You had better 
enter them at their own game—It will save you much trouble 
afterward. Many dogs, I believe, like that scent best which they 
were first blooded to; but be that as It may, It Is certainly moBt 
reasonable to use them to that which It is intended they should 
hunt. It may not be aml6s, when they first beglu to bunt, to put 
light collars on them. Youite s mnds may easily get out of their 
knowledge, and shy ones„4T , V ey have been much besteD, may 
not choose to retur tome. Collars, In that case, may prevent 
their being lost. 

“ You say you should like to see your young hounds run a trail 
scent. I have no doubt that you would be glad to Bee them ruu 
over an "open down, where you could so easily observe 
their action and tbelr speed. I do not think the doing of It once 
or twice could hurt your hounds, and yet, as a sportsman, I dare 
not recommend it to you. All that I shall say of It is that It Is 
less bad than entering them at a hare. A cat Is as good a trail 
as any; but on no account should any trail be used after your 
hounds are stooped to a scent. 

“ 1 know an old sportsman, a clergyman who enters hla young 
bounds first at a cat, which he drags along the ground for a mile 
or two, at tbe end of which he turns out a badger, first laklng 
care to break his teeth. He takeB out about two couples of old 
hounds. alODg with the young t ies to hold them on. He never 
enters his young hounds but at vermin; for he says, ‘ Train up a 
child In the way he should go, and when he Is old he will not de¬ 
part from It.’ i. 1 

" Such young houndB as are most riotous at first, generally 
speaking, I think, are best In the end. A gentleman in my neigh¬ 
borhood was so thoroughly convinced of this, that he complained 
bitterly of a young pointer to the person who gave It to him, be¬ 
cause he had done no mischief. ‘ However, meeting the same per¬ 
son some time after, be told hltq the dog he believed would prove 
a good one at last. ‘ How*, replied his friend, * It was but tbe 
other day Inst you said he was pod for nothing.’ ‘True; but he 
has killed me nineteen turkeys,since that.’ 

“ Hounds, at their first entering, cannot be encouraged too 
mucb. When they become bandy, love a scent, and begin to know 
what Is right, It will be soon enough to chastise them for doing 
wrong, In which case one severe'neating will save a deal of trouble. 
You should recommend to your whipper-in,when he flogs a hound, 
to make use of his voice as well as his whip, and let him remem¬ 
ber that the smack of a whip Is ^f ten as much use as tbe lash to one 
that has felt It. If any are very unsteady, It will not be amiss 
to send them out by themselves when the men go out to exercise 
their horses. If you have hares In plenty, let some be found Bit¬ 
ting and turned out before thegi, and you will soon find tbe moat 
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riotous will not run aftor them. If they are to he made steady 
from deer, they should see them often, and they will not regard 
them; and if, after a probation of this kind, you turn out a cub 
before them, with some old bounds to lead them on, you may 
assure yourself they will not be unsteady long. 

“ I will now endeavor to describe what a good huntsman 
should be. He should be young, strong and active, bold and en¬ 
terprising; fond of the diversion, and Indefatigable In the pursuit 
of it; he should be sensible and good-tempered; he ought also to 
be sober; he should be exact, civil, and cleanly; he should be a 
good horseman and a good groom; bis voice should be strong and 
clear, and he should have an eye so quick as to perceive which of 
his hounds carries the scent when all are running, and should 
have also an excellent ear, as always to distinguish the foremost 
bounds when he does not see them; he should be quiet, patient, 
and without conceit. Such are tbe excellences which constitute 
a good huntsman. He should not, however, be too fond of dis¬ 
playing them, till necessity calls them forth. He should let his 
hounds alone whilst they can hunt, and he should have genius to 
assist them when they cannot. 

“ With regard to the whipper-in, as you keep two of them— 
and no pack of foxhounds Is complete without—Ihe first may be 
considered as a second huntsman, and should have nearly the 
same good qualities. It la necessary, besides, that he should be 
attentive and obedient to the hum sided, and as his horse will 
probably have the most to do, the lighter he Is, the bettes; but If 
he Is a good horseman, It will sufficiently ovi rbalance such an 
objection. He mu6t not be conceited. 1 had one formerly who, 
Instead of stopping hounds as he ought, would try to kill a fox 
by himself. This fault Is unpardonable; he Bhuuld always main¬ 
tain to tbe huntsman’s halloo, and stop such hounds as divide 
from It. When stopped, he should get forward with them after 
the huntsman. 

“You will perhaps find It more difficult to keep your whipper- 
in back than to get your huntsman forward—at least I always 
have found it so. It is, however, necessary; nor will a good 
whlpper-ln leave a cover whllit a single hound remains In It. 
For this reason there should be two, one of which should be al¬ 
ways forward with IHe huntsman. You cannot conceive the 
mauy Ills that may happen to hounds that are left behind. I do 
not kuow that I can enumerate one-half of them; but this you 
may be certain of, that the keeping them together 1 b the surest 
means to keep them Bteady. When left to themselves they sel¬ 
dom refuse, I believe, any blood they can get; they acquire many 
bad habits; they become conceited (a terrible fault In any animal), 
and they learn to tye upon the scent (an unpaidonable fault In a 
foxhound). Besides this, they frequently get a trick of hunting 
by themselves, and they seldom are worth much afterward. The 
lying out lu the cold—perhaps the whole night—can do no good 
to their constitutions; nor will the being worried by sheepdogs 
or maslIllB be of service to their bodies. All this, however, and 
much more, they are liable to. 1 believe I mentioned In my 
fourth letter that the straw-house door should be left open when 
any hounds are missing. 

“ A few riotous and determined bounds do a deal of mischief 
In a pack. Never, when you can avoid it, put them among the 
rest; let them be taken out by themselves and well chastised, and 
If you find them Incorrigible, hang them. The common saying, 

• Evil communications corrupt good manners,’bolds good with 
regard to hounds; they are easily corrupted. The separating of 
the rlotoue onea from those which are Bteady, answers many good 
purposes. It not only prevents the latter from getting the blood 
they should not, but It also prevents them from being overawed 
by the smacking of whips, which Is too apt to obstruct drawing 
aDd going deep In cover. A couple of houods which I received 
from a neighbor last year were hurtful to my pack. They had 
run with a pack of harriers; and, as I soou found, were never 
afterward to be broken from hare. It was the beginning of tbe 
season; covers were thick, hares In plenty, and we seldom killed 
less than five or six in the morning. The pack at last got so 
much blood that they would hunt them aa If they were designed 
to hunt nothing else. I parted with tbe two hounds; and the 
others, by proper management, are become as steady as they 
were before. You will remind me, perhaps, that they were draft- 
houude. It Is true, they were so; but they were three or four 
years’ buoters—an age when they might bo supposed to have 
known better. 1 advise you, unless a known good pack of bounds 
are to be disposed of, not to accept old hounds. I mention this 
to encourage the breeding of houuda, and os tbe likeliest means 
of getting a handsome, good, and steady pack. Though I give 
you this advice, It Is true I have accepted draft-hounda myself, 
and some have been very good, but they were the gift of a frleud, 
mentioned by me in a former letter; and, unless you meet with 
such another, old bounds will not prove worthy your acceptance 
—they never can be very good, and may bring vices along with 
them to spoil your pack. If old bounds are unsteady. It may. not 
be in your power to make them otherwise; and I can assure you 
from experience that an unsteady old bound will give you more 
trouble than all your young ones. The latter will at leaet stop, 
but an obstinate old bound will frequently run mute, if he finds 
he can run no other way. Besides, old hounds, that are unac¬ 
quainted with your people, will not readily hunt for them as they 
ought; and such as were steady lu their own pack may become 
unsteady In yours- 

" You desire to know what kind of hound I would recommend. 
As you mention not for any particular chase or country, I under¬ 
stand you generally, and shall answer that I most approve of 
hounds of tbe middle size. I believe that all animate of that de¬ 
scription are strongest, and beet able to endure fatigue. In the 
height as well as tbe color of the houuds, most sportsmen have 
their prejudices; but In their ehspe, at least, J think they must 
all agree. I know sportsmen who boldly affirm that a small 
hound will oftentimes beat a large one—that he will climb hills 
better, and go through cover quicker; whilst others are not less 
ready to assert that a large bound will make his way In any 
country, will get better through the dirt than a email one, and 
that no fence, however high, can stop him. You have now three 
opinions, and I advise you to adopt that which suits your coun¬ 
try best. There Is, however, a certain size beat adapted for busi¬ 
ness, which I take to be that between the two extremes; aud I 
will venture to say that such bounds will not suffer themselves 
to be disgraced lu any country. Somerville, I find, Is of the same 
opinion: 

“‘But here a meaD 

Observe, nor the largo bounds prefer, of size 
Glgnnilck; be In Ibu thick-woven covert 
Painfully tugs, or In tbe thorny brake 
Torn and embarrassed, bleeds. But If too small, 

The pigmy brood lu every furrow swims; 

MolletTIn tbe clogging clay, panting they lag 
Behind Inglorious; or else shivering creep, 

Benumbed aud faint, benoath the shelt’rlng thorn. 

For bounds of middle size, active and strong, 

Will better answer all Ihv various ends, 

And crown tby pleasing labors with success.* 

"Iperfectly agree with you, that, to look well, they should be 
all nearly of a size; and I even think they should all look of 
the same family:— 

“ ‘ Facies non omnibus una, 

Necdiverse taraen, qnalem deoet ea.e sororum.' 

If handsome withal, they are then perfect With tbelr being 
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sizable, what Somerville says Is. so much In your own way that I 
shall send It to you;— 

“’Assome brave captain, cartons and exact 
By his fixed standard forms In equal ranks 
His gay battalion, as one mac they move 
Step alter step, their size the same, their arms 
Far gleaming, dart the same nnlied blaze: 

Reviewing generals bis merit own; 

How regular I how just! and all his cares 
Aro well repaid. If mighty George approve. 

So model thou thy pack, If honor touch 

Thy gen’rous soul, and (he world’sjust applause.’ 

11 There are necessary points in the shape of a hound which 
ought always to be attended to by a sportsman; for If be is not 
of a perfect symmetry, he will neither, run fast nor bear much 
work. He has mucb to undergo, and should have etrengtb pro¬ 
portioned to It. Let his legs be straight as arrows; bis feet 
round, and not too large; his chest deep, and back broad; bis 
head small; his neck thin; his tall thick and brushy, If be carries 
It well, so much the better. This laBt point, however trifling it 
may appear to you, gave rise to a very odd question. A gentle¬ 
man (not much acquainted with houuds), as we were hunting to¬ 
gether the other day, said, 1 1 observe, sir, that some of your dogs’ 
tails stand up and some hang down; pray air, which do you 
reckon the best hounds!’ 8uch young hounds as are out at tbe 
elbows, and such as are weak from the knee to the foot, should 
Dever be taken Into the pack. 

“ I find that I have mentioned a small bead as one of the nec¬ 
essary points about a hound. You will please to understand It 
as relative to beauty only; for as to goodness, I believe large¬ 
headed bounds are no way Inferior. Somerville, in his descrip¬ 
tion of a perfect hound, makes ho mefitlon of the head, leaving 
tbe size of It to Pbldlas to determine; he therefore must have 
thought It of very little consequence. I send you his words: 

1 Bee there with count’nance hlytae, 

And with a courtly grin, the fawning hound 
Salutes Ibeo cow’rlng. hie wide op’nlug nose 
Upwards he curie, and his large sloe-black eyes 
Melt In soft blandlehmeutsand humble joy; 
ills glossy skin, or yellow-pled or blue, 

In lights or shades by Nature’s pencil drawn, 

• Reflects the various tints; his ears and legs 

Flecked here and there, In gay enamelled pride. 

Rival tbe speckled para; bis rnsh-grown tail 
O’er his broad back bends In an ample arch; 

On shoulders clean, upright and firm he stands; 

His round cat-foot, straight hams, and wide-spread thl;hs, 

And hie low-dropping chest, confess bis speed, 

His etrengtb, bis wind, or on the Bteepy hill, 

Or far-extended plain; In every part 
Sowell proportioned, that tbe nicer skill 
Of Phidias himself can’t blame tby choice, 
or such compose Ihy pack .’ 

“ The color I think the least material of all; and I think with 
our Friend Foote, that a good dog, like a good candidate, cannot 
be of a bad color. 

“ A good feeder is an essential part of your eatabllshment. 
Let him be young and active, and have the reputation, at least, 
of not disliking work; he should be good-tempered, for the sake 
of the animals entrusted to his care, and who, however they may 
be treated by him, cannot complain. He should be one who 
will strictly obey any orders you may give, as well with regard 
to the management as to tbe breeding of tbe bounds, and should 
not be solely under the direction of your huntsman. It Is true, I 
have seen It otherwise; I have known a pack of hounds belong, 
as It were, entirely to the huntsman, u stable of horses belong to 
the groom, whilst the master bad little more power In the direc¬ 
tion of either than a perfect stranger. This you will not suffer. 

“ I shall dow take DOtlce of that part of the management of 
bounds In the kennel which concerns the huntsman as well as 
the feeder. Your huntsman must always attend the feeding of 
the hounds, which should be drafted according to the condition 
they are In. In all packs some hounds will feed better than 
others; some there are that will do with less meat, aud It re¬ 
quires a nice eye and great attention to keep them all In good 
flesh—it Is what distinguishes a good kennel-huntsman, and has 
its merit. It Is seldom, I think, that huntsmen give this partic¬ 
ular all tbe attention It deservesthey feed tbelr bounds In too 
great a hurry, and not often, I believe, take the trouble of cast¬ 
ing their eye over them before they begin; and yet to distinguish, 
with any nicety, the order a pack of houods are In, and the dlf- 
ferentdegrees of it, Is surely no easy task, and to be done well 
requires no small degree of circumspection. You had better not 
expect your huntsman to be very exact; where precision is re¬ 
quired be will most probably fall. 

« When I am present myself, I make several drafts. When 
my huntsman feeds them ho calls them all over by their names, 
letting In each hound as he Is called; It has ItB use—It usee them 
to their names, and teaches .them to be obedient. Were It not for 
this, I should disapprove of It entirely, since it certainly requires 
more coolness and deliberation to distinguish With precision which 
are beBt entitled to precedence, than this method of feeding will 
admit of, and, unlese flesh Is In great plenty, those that are 
called In last may not have a taste of It. To prevent this Incon¬ 
venience, such as are low in flesh bad better, I think, be all drafted 
off Into a eeparate keuoel; by this means, the hounds that re¬ 
quire flesh will have an equal share of It. If any are much poorer 
than the rest, they should be fed again—such hounds cannot be 
fed too often. If any In the pack are too fat, they should be 
drafted off, and not suffered to flllthemselves; the others Bhould 
eat what they will of the meat. The days my hounds have greens 
or sulphur, they generally are let In all together, and Buch as re¬ 
quire flesh have It given to them afterward. Havlog a good 
kennel-huntsman, It Is not often I take this trouble; yet I sel¬ 
dom go Into my kennel but I give myrelf the pleasure of seeing 
such houods fed as appear to me to be In waot of It. I have 
been told that In one kennel In particular the hounds are under 
such excellent management that they constantly are fed with the 
door of the feeding-yard open, and the rough nature of the fox¬ 
hound Is changed Into so much politeness that he waits at the door 
till (ie Is Invited In, and, what perhaps Is not less extraordinary, 
he comes out again, whether he has satisfied his hunger or not, 
the moment he Is desired—the effect of revere discipline. But 
since this Is not absolutely necessary, and hounds may be good 
without It—and since I well know your other amusements will 
not permit yoo to attend to all this manmuverlng—I would by no 
means wish you to give such power to your huntsman. The busi¬ 
ness would be lnjndtclously done, and most probably would not 
answer your expectations. The hound would be tormented mal 
a propot— an animal so little deserving It from our hands that I 
should be sorry to disturb bis hours ’of repose by unnecessary 
severity. You will perceive It is a nice affair, and I assure you 
I know no huntsman who is equal to It. Tbe gentleman who has 
carried this matter to Its utmost perfection has attended to It 
regularly himself, has constantly acted on fixed principles, from 
which he has never deviated; and I believe has succeeded to the 
very utmost of hie wishes. All hounds (and more especially 
young ones) should be called over often In the kennel, and most 
huntsmen practice this lesson as they feed their hounds. They 
flog them while they feed them, and If they have not always a 
bellyfol one way, they seldom fall to have It the other. It Is not, 
however, my Intention to oppose so general a practice, In which 
there may be some utility; I shall ODly observe that It should be 
used with discretion, lest the whip should fall heavily In tho ken¬ 
nel on suck as never deserved It In the field. 
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“ My hounds are generally fed about eleven o'clock; and If I 
am present myself I take the same opportunity to make my draft 
(or the next day's hunting. I seldom, when I can help It, leave 
this to my huntsman; though It Is necessary he should be present 
when the draft Is made, that he may know what bounds be bas 
out. 

" It (b a bad custom to use houbde to tbe bolling-houae, as It 
Is apt to make them nice, and may prevent them from ever eat¬ 
ing the kennel-mest. What tbey have should always be given 
them In tbe feeding-yard, and tor tbe same reason, though It 
should be flesh, It Is better It should have some meal mixed 
with It. 

''Ityour hounds are low In flesh and have far to go to cover, 
tbey may all have a little thin lap again in the evening; but this 
should never be done If you hunt early. Hounds, I think, should 
be sharp-set before bunting; tbey run the better for It” 

So much having been quoted from tbe work of the greatest 
and most practical writer upon tbe management of foxhounds 
which the world has hitherto produced, any additional remarks 
of our own would be superfluous. We therefore now conclude 
this article on foxhounds by giving a simple Beale of points, after 
which we pass on to a class of dogs which reqders material as¬ 
sistance to hunting men when their fox has gone to earth.

Editor Chicago Field :—Will you please Insert the following 
open letter to Mr. G. Thorpe Bartram In reply to hie In your 
Issue of January 1. 

G. Thorps Baktiiam, Esq., Braintree, England.— Dear Sir;— 
In the Chicago Field, dated Jaouary 1, 1881, I read your reply 
to my letter published in the same Journal October SO, 1880. 

My answer, at tbat time, was to correct tbe error Into which 
you bad fallen, as demonstrated by crltlctams made by you In a 
previous number of that paper, published October 16, 1880, on a 
letter of mine, also published In same journal, July 24, 1880. 

You probably are aware tbat the sporting public care very lit¬ 
tle about ao Insignificant a matter as to which of ns Is right in 
the discussion; tbat the Chicago Field can be tilled with more 
readable and Interesting matter; tbat It’s nobody’s funeral but 
our own (and only one of us at that), and yet John Bull End 
Brother Jonathan lock horns, to the great amusement of tbe 
crowd. The bull “ roars,” and the eagle “screams,” yet no one 
seems to notice either, except to laugh. 

Soberly now, letua go Into the thing serlonsly, and see who Is 
wrong. 

My first article, July 24. 1880, consisted of, 

1st. A request tbat tbe editor should publish tbe rules of the 
National American Kennel Club under which tbe runnlog of tbe 
dogs should be judged for tbe year 1880. 

2d. Tbat In consequence of the faulty rules (of 1879) there 
should be a change made In them, because under such conditions 
as there found It was possible for the poorest dog la a stake race 
to win even first prize. 

3d. To prove that It was possible, I made a schedule of a race 
In which tbcre were nineteen contestants, and Illustrated tbe 
drawing and running throughout; afterward commenting briefly 
thereon. 

Then followed tbe editor’s remarks (in brackets) saying be 
complied with my requeet, and published the new rules which 
bad been adopted by tbe club for 1880, and which guarded 
agalost tbe faulte of tbe old ones, of which I complained. Tbe 
rules for 1880 followed. 

No one here ever questioned the truth of my “ Illustrated 
table," or doubted Its being corvect. Bnt three months after Its 
publication, you present yourself as my critic (October 16, 1880), 
in tbe Chicago Field, and severely ridicule my letter, even going 
to tbe extreme of declaring tbat I bad “Introduced errors;’’ “anl- 
msdverted on tbe heat system;” "misconceived and added to It;” 
“made It flagrantly unfair;” “endeavored to make nineteen a 
winner solely by chance;” that “ under the rulee a dog can not 
b&ve but one natural bye;” that I "make nineteen meet a wrong 
dog altogethertbat “ these errors affect all my subsequent 
reasonings;” that I “muddle tbe system;” that “nineteen 
would have met by rights one,before he met nine;” that I “seem 
to favor the view of being guided In a decision as to merit, as to 
what a dog might do, and not what he does;” tbat “ it la strange 
bow any winners In a twenty-dog stake can be said to get their 
positions under the beat system by luck;” tbat “the first and 
second dog must have beaten every other dog In tbe stake;” 
tbat I “admit No. 1 did all wrong,” and charge many other 
things on me, of like teDor. 

To this letter of yours, I replied, October 80, 1880, telling you 
that the rules under which my schedule was made, were the old 
ones, and that the rules published following my remarks, were 
the new ones, ae adopted by tbe club for the running of tbe dogs 
this year (1880). 

I requested you to procure a copy of the old rulee, and to re¬ 
read my former letter, and you would perceive the force of the 
remarks made then by me. . .-....*, 

I also gave, ae an answer to your queatlou propounded to me 
(without.having the paper at baud to refer to, aud giving It as an 
answer to my recollection of yourqueetlon) this, viz: That dogs 
were beaten by No. 1 (also by others who were beaten In tarn) 
who proved by their acta, In their heats, vastly superior to either 
nineteen,or eeventeen, and, had tbey met either, wbuld have 
beaten them. This reply was Intended to show, that, by reason 
of tqe “ byes,” and absurd rules, both these dbgs escaped de¬ 
feat, as No. 1 bad not only put out an excellent dog lu bis first 
beat, but, Id vanquishing Nos. 3 and 5 (both superb dogs) be 
stamped hlmBelf a rare good one. 

After sending my reply to you, I found that your question re¬ 
lated simply to tbe system; asking, “ Under what syatem I would 
declare 19 to be rightly beaten by 1 and 171” I regret tbat I 
overlooked It at the time, for my answer would have been then, 
aa now, unhesitatingly—under none whatever, yet It la unfair to 
make one dog run eta heats to another dog’a two. But permit 
me to state right tjere, tbat I waa not warring against any syatem, 
only asking that safeguards mjght be thrown arouhd those In 
vogue. ' X, 

Well, to get on to the end—a long silence again greets me, 
when again you come up (January 1,1881) smiling aud fresh, and 
wish me many good things; omitting, however, a “ Happy New 
rear.” Frankly, I had hoped tbat oar correspondence (on such 
* 'vjvtal matter) was ended; and It gave me much disappointment 
to find you still unconvinced. 

The only thing left me to satisfy you now Is to write yon fully, 

. •* *»me time to give you the rule which applied to my first 
article In Its workings 

Natjonal American Kennel Club's, also Eastern Field Trial] 


Club’s rules, governing tbe running of dogs, at trials In the year 
18791 

“ Rule 2. Doge shall be drawn In braces by lot, and run In 
heats, the beaten dogs to be retired (except as hereinafter pro¬ 
vided), and the winner to be drawn and run again. The dog win¬ 
ning the final heat In tbe first aeries of heats, shall be declared the 
winner of first prize. Then tbe judges shall select from among 
tbe doge which have run with the winner of first prize, such dogs 
aa tbey think possess sufficient merit to entitle them to a chance 
of wlunlog second or third prize, and run them agaln6t each 
other; tbe winner among these shall then compete with the dog 
that ran the final beat with the wlnnerof first prize. The winner 
of this last beat shall be declared the wlnoer of second prize, and 
his last competitor shall be declared the winner of third prize. 
The fourth dog lu order of merit to be declared by the judges 
without further runulng.” 

Bearing In mind now that the dogs were drawn In every round 
“by lot," tbat no provision was made for "byes;" that I actually 
saw at the Eastern trials lu December, 1879, a bitch drawn and 
run three successive beats, and yon will perhaps see how tt Is 
possible for a dog to get, not only “onenatural bye,” but aa many 
aa I gave to No. 19. 

Further you will perceive that No. 19 beat but two dogs, viz, 
Nos. 17 and 1. That 17 beat but two, namely, 18 aud 1. 

Confronting you now 18 the spectacle of a pair, or brace, of 
“dnffers” winning first and second prizes, possessing, meanwhile, 
not a particle of merit beyond being well trained. In conse¬ 
quence of the misbehavior of a dog who haa run (already before 
meeting them, four heats, as well as a dog could), they win. 

Remembering always that this race waa not for one day, but 
lasting through two; tbat No, 1 was the first dog down; that he 
was cast off at long Intervals of time,*no less than six times; 
had run for hours; that being lugged all over the grounds for two 
days, on chalq, following tbe racing; does It seem at all strange 
to you tbat he at last “loses bla head,” nose, and everything elsel 
Considering tbat his handler may not be permitted to apeak to 
him at times, when but a word would check him, and all done 
under arbitrary rules; how could you expect anything different to 
ensue1 

Nos. 17 and 19 never made a point during their heats, and yet 
they won. 

Again you will note that the only dogs, according to the rules, 
who are eligible to compete lor second and third prizes, are those 
who have been beaten by the winner of first, and It follows that 
17 and 1, being the only ones, they are winners without even 
competing; the only advantage to be gained by running off Is, to 
determine who shall be placed second. 

If, after reading the above, you do not exonerate me from tbe 
faulte you have charged against me, I shall be very aorry, for I 
shall not endeavor to make It any clearer to you. 

As for the “ heat system” as tried in this country, I am frank 
to say, that for my life I can find, not only nothing to commend 
Its use, but much to condemn In its continuance. 

If you desire to enter tbe lists In a practical way and discuss 
the superiority of tbe “ beat system” over the “ point system," 
I will agree to meet you in the Chicago Field In a friendly ar¬ 
gument. 

I am satisfied that the “heat system," as practiced here, Is a 
grave mistake, aod am confident that unless It be superseded by 
tbe old point system very soon. It will be the death of all field 
trials In these United States of America. Wishing you a Happy 
New Year, I am very truly yours, E. 8 .

THE WISCONSIN MEETING--THE DESTRUCTION 
OF CAME. 

The attention ot oar readers 'Is directed to the proceedings of 
the Wisconsin Sportsmen’s Association, specially reported for us 
by our resident and vigilant Milwaukee correspondent, Blue 
Jay, one of the best correspondents ever a paper bad. 

But not to compliment Blue Jay, nor to Indulge In anything 
roseate is our object, but rather to draw attention to the dark side 
of tbe game and fish question existing In Wisconsin, one of the 
fairest portions of America, the woods and streams of which once 
teemed with game and fish, but which, as shown by tbe report of 
tbe Committee on Game, of the Wisconsin Sportsmen’s Associa¬ 
tion, Is being rapidly exterminated. 

The portrait which the Committee has painted, of the con- 
dltlou of the game and Ash In Wisconsin, Is but a faithful 
picture of nearly every other state In the Union, 

It Is sad, Indeed, to realize such a couditlou of things, and 
astonishing that tbe apathy of the public, that portion of the 
community most Interested, from an economic point of view, In 
the preservation of game and fish, should be so great that not 
only Is no cognizance taken ot the wanton destruction which Is 
being carried on, but, ou the contrary, It Is encouraged by pur¬ 
chasing and eating out of season. 

Man’s selfishness and Indifference to the welfare of others Is 
too prominent a characteristic, and especially ot this generation, 
to requlre*that we should dwell on It, but In nothing Is It more 
conspicuous than In the utter indifference and disregard to the 
future of our game birds and animals, and Ashes. So long as 
people can gorge themselves on game and Qsb, In season and out 
of season,little do they care about Its extermination—only so that 
It will la6t during their lives. Therefore, to the sportsman alone 
(we do not mean every man who owns a gun and a dog, but 
sportsmen In the proper and only sense In which the term can 
be used) is left the onus of trying to save It. 

One of the most distressing features of the question Is that 
the very portlou of the community, the rich, and those occu¬ 
pying the most prominent social positions, who should set an 
example in observing the game laws, on the contrary are the 
vary ones who hold out the.greatest inducements to violate 
them. In Chicago, for instance, we have the Chicago Club, 
which is supposed to comprise in its membership a majority of 
the wealthiest and most prominent men in the city; yet tbe 
steward of this club holds out the most positive Inducements to 
violate the game law. Before prairie chickens have hardly 
grown their pin feathers does this fellow visit the game dealt re 
and offer an extra price for them; the same does he do with 
quails, woodeocka, and all other kinds of game. He has openly 
#vowed that he does not want them when everybody can get 
them, but when they are a “ delicacy "(?) We have tried to 
get game dealei a, from whom we have learned these facte, to 
consent to testify against him, but they have asked to be ex¬ 
cused, as did they, they would lose the trade of the club; aud 
as the Information was given us conttdentlaly, we could not 
use them as witnesses, otherwise we should have arrested this 
outrageous game law violator long since. 

A fact not known la connection with our prosecutions of Illicit 
game dealers In this city, Is that we obtained evidence against 
one Arm by one of our detectives getting a sheet of the Chicago 
Club’s note paper and writing the Arm on It that the steward of 
the club Informed him he could get some young prairie chickens, 
and that it was all O. E. The letter was sent by a messenger 
hoy, and promptly the prairie chickens were returned, notwith¬ 
standing (bat the Arm had previously refused to sell them to our 
detective, when application had been made personally, 
mention of the steward of the Chicago Club and the note paper 
of the club were an “open sesame” to the purchase of illicit 
game; and tbe Chicago Club Is the representative social club of 
Chicago. 

Mr. N. K. Fslrbank, one of the A3h commissioners of Illinois, 
Is thi president of the Chicago Club. We do not for a moment 
imagine that Mr. Falrbauk is cognizant of this condition of 
things In the club, because we know Mr. Fslrbank to be too 
much Interested In tbe protection of Ash and game, to suppose 
that he would wink at such an outrageous proceeding; but we 
do know that now we have publicly brought the question to Mr. 
Falrbank’s attention, It Is bis duty to take notice of It and to put 
a stop to It. The Chicago Club must understand that 
neither wealth nor social position exempts a man from 
obedience to the law. The laws ere made for all, and 
must be obeyed by all. Moreover, It Is the duty of the dub 
to set an example of obeying the laws, Instead of bolding out an 
Inducement to violate them, which some members, at leist,of the 
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club do when they eat game out of season; for the steward typqld 
not buy It, nor pay an extra price to get It out of season If some 
members of the club did not eat It. 

Tbe remedy recommeoded by tbe Wisconsin Sportsmen's Asso¬ 
ciation, to check the rapid extermination ot the gamo and Ash, Is 
to obtain the co-operatlon of the states of the West and North¬ 
west In making the laws of these states uniform In the 
opening and closing of the season, as well as In penalties end In 
other respects. The idea Is feaslhle. It Is certain something 
must be done. We shall have more to say of it at no distant 
date. In the Interim we urge our readers In those states 
to agitate the question; and our columns are open to them for 
the discussion of It. 

FISHWAYS AT PUBLIC EXPENSE. 

When mill owners obtain grants from the state to erect dame 
across streams, build and operate factories, and enjoy those 
numerous prerogatives which are always embraced In the dispensa¬ 
tion, they ought to be sufficiently grateful to give something to 
the state In return, or at least to make good to the atate any 
losses to which It may have been subjected In making the con¬ 
cession. For instance, when their d tins so obstruct tbe passage 
of migratory Ashes up the streams as to prevent them spawning, 
and thus deprive the state ot a material part of Its food supply, 
the state has certainly a claim upon them which they are bound 
to recognize. That claim has been reduced to a simple request 
that they shall provide a passage for the Ash through the dams 
which they erect, or may have erected already. In many states 
tbe law requires this. The Arst requirement generally meets 
with a ready compliance, the second almost Invariably provokes 
dogged opposition and litigation. Legal controversies of this 
character have now come to be Interesting, more on account of 
their frequency than tbelr novelty. One was recently decided 
In tbe supreme court of Iowa, at Des Moines, In favor of the 
state, of course. 'The mill owners threaten appeal, and will only 
waste their money. The legislative enactment cannot be proved 
unconstitutional, nor be set aside, except by repeal. 

It Is not a difficult or expensive job to build In a fish pass 
while a dam Is In process of construction, but to cut one after 
the dam Is built, is a very serious affair, In nine cases out of ten 
Involving a year’s uet earnings at least. Tbe hardship to the 
owners seems to be that the tax upon them Is greatly out ot pro¬ 
portion to tbe beneAt sought Id tbe public behalf. While admit¬ 
ting their own liking for Ash and the value of Ash food to the 
public, and that Ash-ways are Indispensable to a continued local 
supply of Aeb, they maintain that their mill products and manu¬ 
factures are of paramount importance. They are quite ready to 
forego their own dish of baked bass on Fridays rather than incur 
the expense necessary to secure such a luxury; and they argue, 
with a show of plausibility, that the few dam owners In the state 
ought not to be compelled to pay for the Ash supply of tbe public 
at large. Consequently, wben, having refused to put In the Osh 
passes themselves, they And the work done for them by the state 
officials, and an enormously exorbitant bill presented for the 
same, they very naturally aud properly demur. 

There Is logic and eqalty In all things, and the logic of equity 
Is compensation. Equivalents should be rendered for beneAts or 
prerogatives Becured. If the mill owners have received and are 
enjoying special privileges and advantages from tbe state, they 
ought to be willing to pay for them, but there ought Dot to be an 
exorbitant tax for a pound of Ash, any more than for a pound 
of Aesh. They ought to bear a just proportion of the cost of 
the Ash-way; and tbe public, who are supposed to be great 
gainers, should bear the rest. This is our private opinion, mod¬ 
estly uttered. 

It Btrlkes us that the effect of the present law Is to give fat con¬ 
tracts to state contractors, and a very small modicum of gala to 
any one else. Of course, It Is human nature to shirk payment, 
and to shove the costs upon others; but we think that if the ex¬ 
penses of the Ash-ways were properly apportioned between the 
state and the dam-owners, each bearing a fair share, the require¬ 
ments of the laws would meet with little, or much less objection. 
Everybody favors a supply of Ash-food, so of course, must be In 
favor of Ash-ways; else there will be no Ash. Now If tbe public 
demand Ash, let them meet tbe mill-owners In a spirit of fairness, 
and there will be a better supply lu the market, aud fewer fees 
to the lawyers.

THE CHAMPIONSHIP OF THE WORLD. / 

Under tbe bead of trap shooting, In this Issue will be found 
an article from the London Sportiman, givlog details of the 
regulations of the competition for tbe “ Championship of the 
World Challenge Cup ” for pigeon shooters. 

While the Sporttman Is deserving of great credit for Its liberal 
gift of the trophy to be contested for, we cannot but think there 
mu9t be some mistake in regard to the regulations governing the 
Arst competition; otherwise, It seems to have been the deliberate 
Intention of the promotors to destroy all opportunity for com¬ 
petition from this side of the Atlantic. 

The opening contest Is announced to take place In "February 
next,” sltgbNy more deflnlte than If Axed during any other 
month In the yew, because there are only tweaty-elghi days lu 
February. 


Bntrlee “ will be received up to within a fortnight of the date 
of the event,” which Is just twice as deflnlte as “February next,” 
because only fourteen days constitute a fortnight. 

A forfeit of 1125 must accompany the entry, the balance, 1375, 
to be made good at the time of tbe closing of the entries, and In 
case of failure, the $125 Is to be forfeited, and la to go to the win¬ 
ner of the cup. These conditions are all fair enough, provided 
the date of the event was known. 

We pass these minor objections, however, and come to the - 
principal one, which Is the very short notice given to the shoot¬ 
ers of the world that a “championship of the world” contest is 
to take place. Allowing a reasonable time for the news to reach 
our American shooters they have about one month to accept, en¬ 
ter, prepare, and reach England, for the match. As we said at 
the outset, this la either a mistake upon the part of those who 
framed the regulations, or else deliberately done for a purpose. 

The donors of the cup, and the “chief shots of London and the 
vicinity,” with whom consultation was had with reference to the 
regulations, are undoubtedly aware that the United States con¬ 
tains very many marksmen, whose reputations are “ decidedly 
enviable,” and It Is barely possible that acme of these gentlemen 
might desire to participate in the Arst contest for this trophy, or 
might desire to send some representative wing shot from this 
side of the ocean. 

It may, possibly, ilso be known to the promoters of this battle 
royal, that Capt. Bogardus has achieved a decidedly enviable rep¬ 
utation as a marksman, not only In the United States, but lu 
England, and that this same gentleman has, for several years, 
claimed the tltleof “Champion Wing Shot of the World,’’ and 
has crossed the ocean twice to win and defend such title. 

While It la true, that po formal coDteat for the championship, 
such as contemplated at Hendon, has ever taken place, yet It 
Is well known that Capt. Bogardns has been at all times ready 
to go to England, or elsewhere, to defend bis championship. 

It Ib more than probable that the State of California, or the 
pacific slope, might be anxious to enter the lists, and, if so, 
tbe time now Axed renders it absolutely Impossible for them 
to have any concert of action and be represented. 

Let the time for this contest be extended, unless It Is the pur¬ 
pose of those who are pushing It, to have some person win a 
trophy which fair competition would show not to be entitled to 
it, and after events prove to be unable to successfully defend It.

ties (or shooting and Ashing are limited. We all like to know 
what Is going on among sportsmen; therefore let us have this 
Winter some " Experience meetings.” They can be made very 
Intertalnlng and instructive, and the Chicago Fibld Is the me¬ 
dium, (or It Is (A* tporUman't paper; at least Is so regarded here. 
Always to the front, practical and reliable. I claim the sports¬ 
man of America owe you a debt they can never pay you. The 
kennel Interest In America to-day Is due to your fostering care 
and liberality. And you you have done more for the protection 
of game than any man living. Where Frank Forester left It yon 
have taken It up. And these are facts the sportsmen of Amer¬ 
ica are realizing more and more every day.” We trust our 
readers will, as our friend suggests, let us have “ Experience 
meetings” this Winter. Every sporteman can contribute some¬ 
thing Interesting, and should, for It Is for the beneAt of his 
brother sportsmen ; and should not each number of the large 
“ Chicago Field Family" assist In Instructing and entertaining 
the others! _ 

A Sportsmen's Association Circuit. —As mot of the 
sportsmen's state meetings and tournaments come In the Spring 
we think It advisable that each association should claim a date, 
as early as possible, thereby making a circuit, and preventing 
many of the meetings coming on the same days and In the same 
week, as was the case last year. Many of the associations are 
closecorporatlons.and confine the contestants In their trap shoot¬ 
ing tournaments to members of clubs which are members of the 
association; and some even go so far as to Insist that, In 
addition, they must be residents of the state. Others, however, 
do not enforce this restriction, but have their tournaments open 
to all amateur shooters. To these open tournaments many last 
year, wished to go, and would have gone, but for the fact that 
their own State tournaments occurred at the same time. A rep¬ 
etition of this can be avoided by each claiming the dale for Its 
meeting at an early period. Another great advantage will 
accrue, too, In getting the birds required, cheaper, as when two 
or three meetings occur the same week, a natural consequence Is 
a competition for birds, and an advance In the price, which, like 
everything else, Is regulated by the supply and the demand. 
Mr. J. B. C. Lucas, president of the Missouri State Sportsmen’s 
Association, has claimed May 28, 24, 25, 86, 27, and 28 as the 
dates for the Missouri State meeting and tournament. Let 
other associations now claim their dates. 


Tub Fishery Award.—W e are pleased to see that notwith¬ 
standing the Marquis of Salisbury's declaration that the question 
of the Fishery Award could not be reopened, there Is every pro¬ 
bability that It will be. In plain language It must be. If we 
have been swindled, reparation must be made. The Hon. Mr. 
Power has directed the attention of the Dominion of Canada 
parliament to the charge of fraud, preferred by Professor Hynd; 
and In Congress Mr. Newberry, of Michigan, has Introduced a 
joint resolution to provide for a j ilnt commission of three per¬ 
sons between the two governments to examine Into the alleged 
frauds In connection with the Halifax awards, one commissioner 
to be appointed by the United 8tates, one by Great Britain, and 
the third by the two countries jointly. Mr. Newberry bases his 
resolution on the fact that Prof. Hynd was In the common era- 
ployment of the.Unltcd States aqjl of Great Britain In compiling 
the statistics. Mr. Newberry also introduced a resolution to 
give a committee of Congress power to Investigate the subject, 
and to sit during the recess until the meeting of the next Con¬ 
gress. - 

A Good Idba.— Dr. E. S. Holmes, President of the Michigan 
Sportsmen’s Association, has Invited the Hon. F. Reltbrock, 
President of the Wisconsin Sportsmen's Association, to send del¬ 
egates to represent Wisconsin at the meeting of the Michigan 
Association, at LaDalng on the 25th Inst., that harmony between 
the game laws of the two States may be secured. The Idea Is an 
excellent one, and we trust President Reltbrock will accede to 
President Holmes’ request, for the Interests of the two States, In 
the protection of deer, at least, are Identical, of which the cir¬ 
cular containing the call for the Michigan meeting, which we 
published In our Issue of the 8th Inst., mentions fifteen thousand 
having been sblppod to eastern markets'last year, killed chiefly 
by professional market shooters. It was In a recent Issue we ex¬ 
posed the outrageous and wanton slaughter of the deer In both 
Michigan and Wisconsin, and we trust the two associations will 
take steps to stop the wholesale slaughter which has been going 
on. If not, the deer will soon be exterminated.

This was the time 
fixed on, when with dog and gun we should try our cunning on 
the fleet-flying Bob Whites that Inhabit the “happy hunting 
grounds” of Central Ohio. , 

On the morning of December 20, “armed and equipped” for 
the field, I started from the quiet and beautiful city of Ann 
Arbor that claeelc precinct, where wisdom looks demure and 
proud) and taking the A. A. & C. & T. R. R. reached the busy, 
smoky, and dirty city of Columbus. My friend awaited my 
coming at the depot, and after the customary embrace that fol¬ 
lows long absence, we bundled Into the carriage, dog, gun and 
sporting paraphernalia, and In a trice reached the Flowers’ man¬ 
sion In time for a gorgeous supper, smoking hot, and P«J»table 
beyond description. Three hoore were pleasantly spent in dis¬ 
cussing the varied vlanda, and conversing of the thousand and 
one Incidents that had transpired since we last broke bread 
under the hoepltal roof. . . .

The next day the weather turned cold; onr ardor was conatd- 
erably chilled, and we spent the day among ourselves, enjoying 
the working of our dogs, aud getting but a small bag. Onr hunt 
terminated with the following score: Thirty-eight quails and 
five rabbits. Gathering onr duds together, we started for home, 
and left our genial and long-tn-be-remerabered companion and 
friend. Dr. Hunt, at hla office iu Selma, and took the cars for 
home, tired, and a little dispirited at the unexpected appearance 
of so many to enjoy so little. 

On the following evening, Mrs. Flowers, the agreeable and lov¬ 
ing companion of our host and friend, gave an entertainment In 
onr honor, and there were gathered together the elite of Colum¬ 
bus society. We met many pleasant acquaintances, and when

Hunting In Colorado. 

Lbadvillb, Col. 

Editor Chicago Fib;# ;—Ten years ago hunting on the plains 
wae attended with considerable danger aa well as hardship. The 
Indians were quite numerous, and when favorable opportunity 
presented Itself, decidedly hostile. Game In great variety was 
abundant, but the bnffalo was generally selected by the hunter 
as his victim. Antelope and deer were appropriated when chance 
threw them in the way, bnt being difficult to approach and of lees 
value commercially than buffalo, were eeldom hnnte^for, ex¬ 
clusively. Hunting to any extent was too hazardous an employ¬ 
ment to engage In, were It not for the shekels of silver and gold 
seen In the distance. , _ , . . . 

• Two modes of warfare are adopted. One la for a party of 
horsemen to made a sudden dash upon a herd; kill and malm all 
they can, and run the balance out of tbe district. All the meat 
thus killed la Invariably left upon the ground to rot. Sometimes 
a few tongnea are saved. If a wounded boll turns upon hie ad¬ 
versary the hone always carries hla rider out of harm’e way. This 
kind of hunting can be pursued without much danger. The other 
kind conslste of hunting on foot. Tbe wli.d, Inequalities of the 
ground, high tnfta of grass, or any substance affording temporary 
1 obstruction from view, are all taken advantage Of. If still with¬ 
out range, crawling, snaSe-fashlon, Is resorted to. The moment 
^ one of the sentinels of a herd throws np hla head to gaze at the 
1 approaching object, said object must remain perfectly motionless 
until the eentlnel lowers hla head, folly satisfied that no d*"8® r 
. Is Imminent. Once within range, and a cow or calf successfully 
■ disposed of, a good hnnter not nnfreqoently can kill from half a 
i dozen to a score. I have known of an instance in which one 
1 hunter kUled forty out of one herd, and that from the precise 
t spot at which he commenced shooting. On one occasion myasn 
and partner got within range of a email herd of sixteen balls, 
j cows and calves, and In half an hour bad secured the last on* of 
them. My first attempt to bring down a buffalo was a failure. 
1 After Infinite pains In tha way of creeping and crawling amongst 
9 the oactni (known on the plaint u the prickly penr) I *o^ceededln 
i pUelDg mytell within two hnadied jerit ol * herds While! f 


gaining breath I choae tor a target a splendid looking fellow who 
stood broadside to, evidently entirely Ignorant of my proximity 
Taking careful aim, I flred, and distinctly heard the thud of the 
ball against his ckrcasa; Instead of falling, aa expected, he and 
hla comrades started off on a lively lope, apparently uninjured. 
As long aa they remained In eight my Intended victim held his 
own In the race, and finally disappeared. My next attempt was 
more successful. In going down a ravine and turning a sharp 
angle I brought op face to face with a bull buffalo. We stood 
and looked at each other a short time when my friend slowly 
wheeled about face and commenced retiring. In a moment he re¬ 
ceived the contents of my rifle and fell. Aa he did not appear to 
be wounded fatally I thought to hasten hla demise by giving'him 
another dose of lead. Out of six cartridges left every one In 
turn very unaccountably missed fire. Being determined to 
secure him, the hunting knife was my only available weapon. 
Laying aside my rifle, I cautiously crept up to him and drove the 
knife Into his side. Quick aa a flash he jumped up, and followed 
me up the steep bank. When almost on the top he weakened 
and returned to the bottom of the ravine. This attack and re¬ 
treat business was repeated elx or eight times before the bull was 
completely vanquished. In Indulging in a foot race with an 
Infuriated buffalo, no time has as yet been recorded, but the 
pace Is generally faBt. It la much pleasanter to be a spectator 
than a participant. A cowardly pair of legs are more to be 
desired than a stout heart. A person who retains bis presence 
of mind, can evade the charge of the animal by repeatedly doub¬ 
ling back. Buffaloes are less given to fear, and consequently 
more easily approached, during the latter part of the afternoon 
than at any other time. 

Antelope, being shy and timid, are difficult to out-manmuver. 
Although remarkably fleet, a good greyhound can easily out¬ 
run them. Much patience and a good knowledge of the habits 
of antelope, are essential to their hunter. I once killed one at a 
distance of 700 yards, but It was more luck than skill. Their 
flesh Is much esteemed by some persons, but I always considered 
It dry eating. A fat antelope 1s as rare aa a fat wolf. They par¬ 
take too much of the 8 ara Bernhardt style. A couple of grey- 
hounds coursing antelope make a beautiful run. If the dogs are 
well trained, they will occasionally bring down three or four out 
of a band. 

The services of hounds In hunting on the plains would be more 
frequently brought Into requisition were It not for the fact of 
their soon becoming footsore, caused by the cactus thorns A 
friend and self once put two greyhounds after a coyote. One of 
the dogs outran the other, and ranging alongside the prey 
snapped It by the back, and threw It up os easily as though hand¬ 
ling a Jack rabbit. The third hoist severed the coyote’s con¬ 
nection with life. 

Black-tall deer were frequently met with, and I have seen from 
seventy-five to one hundred In a drove, but they seldom exceeded 
a dozen In a band. Their favorite haunts were amongst the wil¬ 
lows and underbrush In the creek bottoms, I killed but four 
during the entire Winter, but it was owing particularly to not 
hunting them, not their scarcity. 

Otter and beaver were to be found on all the streams, and I 
was lucky enough to kill two or three of each. They are both 
wary animals, and It la no easy matter to get a shot at them. . 

I have not been on the plalne during the past nine years, but am 
Informed that all kinds of game have almost entirely disappeared 
during the Interval. Buffaloes for several years were killed Just 
for their hides. One man, to my own knowledge, bad saved up 
during a single Winter season 3,000 of them. The prices they 
brought ranged from 11.75 to *3.50 each; saddles of buffalo and 
antelope sold readily for *5; deer were worth *7, and tbe skins 
of beaver and otter $5 each. A hunter lu those days could make 
111 * wages, but later, as they became more numerous, and the 
game less abundant, they with difficulty gained a precarious 
living. I presume by this time hunttag buffalo as a means of 
livelihood Is almost one of the things of tbe past L Cook

Much sympathy Is expressed for poor Bob White; snd unless 
some trouble snd expense are exercised In his behalf, the pros¬ 
pects for the delights of Fall shooting will not be very en¬ 
couraging. *

McGee got lu his buggy and said, give tbe cup to 
Mr. Werk—he belDg the bigger man—Me thought he could hold 
the cup against all comers. In this Me was mistaken, for Werk 
got Beared, and running for the buggy, shouted: “ For God’s 
aske, Jim, let me Id the buggy, they have drawn tbelr revolvers. 
I don't want the cap .’ 1 BUI Lewis, the dojf breaker and great 
quaU shot, and your correspondent have Just returned from a 
three days' shoot eighteen miles south of Kansas City. Lewis 
bandied Dr. Stark’s orange and white setter dog Frank, and A1 
Wamsley’s red Irish Glen. I shot over my big Imported pointer 
Doc.

We slept on 
tbe ground In front of a big fire one njgbt, our blankete got ou 
fire, but Bill woke In time to save us getting a taste of tbe here- 
a * ter - Crocus. 

London, Ont. Notes Interesting to your readers are very 
scarce in this district. Game was last Fall very plenty immedi¬ 
ately west and north of London. When I say plenty I speak ad¬ 
visedly. Never In ten years Wbre so many birds, quails, wood¬ 
cocks and partridges found in this district. Your correspondent 
Blue gave you the bag he made with Dogwhlp and two others, in 
a late Issue. An old friend of yours, whose usme I must with¬ 
hold, with two of hls trusty dogs, paid Loudon a visit, aud with 
some outside assistance In three days counted over 160 head of 
game for bis share. A noted hunter named Beaver, from tbe 
Indian reserve fourteen mllee weet, appeared with twenty-five 
brace of partridges at our market, and at the same time another 
celebrated Nimrod brought ten wild turkey*, splendid specimens 
of that rather rare bird. Wild turkeys are getting more scarce 
every year, but counterfeit ones are still plenty. These counter¬ 
feits are hard enough to .get at as they are usually half breeds 
between the wild and tbe domeetlc bronze turkeys which stray 
away from the homesteads Into the woods and become wild. It 
Is a difficult matter to distinguish them from the real wild bird, 
but generally the color of the legs, the want of feathers about the 
head and tbe dark mahogany tips to the tall feathers are the 
great distinguishing marks of the wild turkey. M. B. 

St. Catherine, Mo., Jau. 4.—Qualls are very scarce In this 
locality. Ruffed grouse are numerous. 1 made large bags of 
them last month. There are a great many turkeys along the 
creeks; I have kilted only thirteen up to date, the weather having 
been too severe of Iste to venture out fsr from a warm aud com¬ 
fortable sitting room. My Jovial friends, J. P. Harker and A. 
Chamberlain, from Brookfield, made me a visit to take In my pet 
quails; they were surprised to find them in good quarters for 
the Winter, which wss rather a disappointment to John; he had 
to make up hla bag with raffed grouse and rabbits wblcb was 
large for ons day’s sport. When tbe weather moderates we shall 
make one grand charge on a fine flock of turkeys, numbering 
abont fourteen. This will end our turkey built for the season. 
Pinnated grouse are lu large flocke,and very wild at this season of 
the year. My friend, Mr. Pettet (native of tbs bine grass state), 
with hls six true bine bloods (Bone taking the lead as the swiftest 
hound I presume In this country), gave ns many exciting wolf 
chases for the last two months. He has to-day many scalps 
dangling on Ms belt, which prom that blood will tell. Sides. 

Thcumsih, Mich., Jan-. 12.— The shooting season lately closed 
wss fairly good In this vicinity. Qnaila ware more abundant 
than before slnoe the season of 1877. In March, 1878, this 
locality wss visited by a severe snowstorm, which bailed the 
birds, snd wss followed by s freezing rain which Imprisoned 
hundreds of tbsm beneath the crust formed by the sleet. A 
goodly number of that Mng of game birds, tbe ruffed gronee, 
have been brought to bag by our local sportsmen. Summer 
woodcock shooting wss not much Indulged In here; and It Is my 
opinion that no shooting, except Spring Snipe shooting, should 
be allowed between January 1 and September 1. I should like

A Chat with a Whaler. 


Hearing that “ H. R. H.,’’ Manager Fred. J. Eoglehardt, The 
Prince of Whales," bad brought a floe specimen of Baiima myt- 
licetiu to Chicago, we dropped Into the Exposition Building and 
took a peep at this latest arrival from (ire. nland. The monster 
male mammal lay upon his back, frrzen Miff; length, alxty feet; 
spread of jaw, twenty feet; measurement across the flukes, four- 
teen feet; girth, forty-five feet, and weight estimated at eighty 
thousand pounds. He 1 b a Greenland or Right whale, and said 
to be the largest and finest of his species or family ever seen 

wholly out of water. ... . . „ 

"Uncle " Newton, one of the partners, Introduced us to Lap 
tain McCarthay, a New England deep sea fisherman, and a consci¬ 
entious old whaler, who, as he sat on the bumper of one of the 
demoralized freight cars that had brought his whaleshlp from 
Boston, detailed to us the following Information: 

“ Where was the whale caught, Captain I " 

“ About seventy-five miles off Highland Light, to the eastward 
of Cape Cod, In a out twenty fathoms of water. He had evi¬ 
dently strayed from his course, and was attracted by the pogy, 
herring and mackerel that abound on the New England shores. 

He was shot with a bomb-lance, captured, and towed Into Prov- 
lucetown, Mass." 

“ How did you load him on the two freight carsf 
“ We built a cradle In the dry dock, lashed It down, and towed 
the whale In, pumped the dock dry, and lashed the whale to the 
cradle. We then towed him to the New England Railroad dock, 
South Boston. Here came the tug of war. He was hoisted by 
three sets of shears on to the flat cars, by Morrison & Foye, ship 
riggers and heavy bolsters. This Interesting performance was 
witnessed by M’lle 8ara Bernhardt, who christened the monarch 
' The Prince of Whales.’ ” 

“ How did yon freeze him?’’ 

«We filled and covered him with Ice, wrapped over all can¬ 
vas tarpaulin, and when we landed him In this building the ther¬ 
mometer Indicated twenty-six degrees below zero. I guess that 
stiffened him." 

“ How many species of whales are there? " 

" The principal ones are the Greenland or Right whale, the 
spermaceti whale or cachalot, the finback, the razorback, the 
Australian or Southern whale, the bow-heads, hump backs, sul¬ 
phur-bottoms, and other lower varieties.’’ 

“ Which of these are the most valuable, and what are the main 
differences between them? " 

“ The Right whale Is of the greatest value on account of the 
blabber and whalebone, the latter called Id the trade baleen. In 
a big whale the baleen is worth from five to fifteen hundred dol¬ 
lars, and the blubber, of which there Is from twenty to two hun¬ 
dred and forty barrels, brings sometimes three thousand dollars. 
The sperm whale has no whalebone, but Instead, Its teeth are of 
considerable commercial value on account of the Ivory, which Is 
of a good quality. There Is do standard market value on teeth. 
Some teeth may be hollow, while others are solid clear through. 
The razor-back Is the longest animal of the whale family, speci¬ 
mens having been caught measuring one hundred and forty feet. 
The Southern whale Is not bo large ss the Right whale, and Is 
almost black. They are caught anywhere In Antarctic waters, 
the most extensive fisheries, being along the coast of Africa and 
New Zealand; but of all the whales the Greenland Is most sought 
for.” 

" Tell me something about ‘ baleen ’ or whalebone.” 

“ Most land lubbers think that whalebone Is split out of the 
whale’s bones, and that It peels off in strips, like the bark from a 
shell-bark hickory tree; but this Is an error. Whale's bones are 
of no particular value; we never Bave them. The whalebone of 
commerce is taken from the whale’s mouth. The Greenland 
whale has no teeth, and Its throat Is so small that It cannot swal¬ 
low a fish larger than a small herring. The mouth Is about fif¬ 
teen feet long, and the upper Jaw has a strong, bony plate or 
keel running along the center of the palate, like sister-keelsons; 
on each side of this keel or crusher are deep, broad depressions 
along and to which the whalebone Is attached. It hangs down 
In loDg, flat, fringed plates or layers, and fits on to the side or 
edge of the lower jaw, and when the whale skims along the sur¬ 
face of the water, or just beneath It, he strains out all the small 
crnstacea and almost Imperceptible animal life, which forms his 
principal food. Suppose he comes upon a school of herrings or 
mackerel; be opens his mouth, with a spread of nearly twenty 
feet, and rushes In; when be has a mouthful he shuts down, and 
expels the water through the baleen and bis blow-bole, and 
takes his own time to crush and swallow his catch. The whale¬ 
bone, although fibrous, Is very heavy, and weighs from eighteen 
hundred to four thousand poundB. It Is nearly white In a young 
whale, but with age turns black. The baleen Is lamellar In 
structure, the plates or layers from one-half Inch tef one Inch and 
a quarter In thickness, averaging thirty Inches In breadth and ten 
feet In length.” 

“Where are the whale’s eyes situated?” 

“Just back Of and above the mouth; they are about the size of 
the eyes of an ox, and areyery powerful; the whale sees to an 
immense distance In the water. As the Iris Is aatd usually to 
give color to the eye, the eye of the whale may be called white. 
The eye la situated at the extremity of the widest part of the 
whale’s body, as be lies on the water, and from Its peculiar poel- | 
lion he can only see at right angles, or as we would say, 1 amld- 
shlp.' He can see nothing fore or aft. Thus our expression 
> head on’ or "tall on’as we approach hip from before or be¬ 
hind, which Is the most successful manner.” 

“Has the whale ears?” 

“Yes I certainly 1 but they are very small and situated about 
thirty Inches back from the eyes, and a little higher up on the 
head. They are not over three-eighths of an Inch In breadth, In 
life. There Is no outward Indication of an ear except the minia¬ 
ture drum. We never say whale's ears. When a whale takes 
fright and ‘la off’ we say, 1 He’s on his koow-us,’ 1 He's got his 
‘know-us’ up." 

“How thick Is the skin of a whale?" 

"In the Greenland whale, of which I am now speaking, and 
the family of which this Is a species, the skin Is as thin as gold 
beater's skin, on the back, running down to ihe ‘ ginger roll' 
where It Is thicker. After this comes the blubber, which Is up 
to twenty-eight Inches In thickness, solid fat, and white aa lard; 
after the blubber comes the flesh and the bony structure; the 
flesh la just like salt-horse, or corn beef.” 

“Where la the blow-hole and what Is It?" 

“It Ison the highest part of the head, about twelve Inches long 
and four Inches across, running Into which are his nostrils which 
are less than an Inch In breadth. When be comes up after 
diving, yon first see his black back, then bts spout; he Is then 
‘discharging’ or expelling the air from hie body.” 

"What Is his color?" 
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“Very dark; a glossy black on the back, lighter as you go 
down the sides and on the belly Is an Ivory white. His belly, 
called the ‘ ginger roll,’ when he la empty Is ribbed like a wash 
board. It looks as If It had.been run through a fluting ma¬ 
chine; bdt when he Is gorged It Is smooth, and distended. The 
wrinkles are then all stretched out.” 

"Has the whale scales, or hair, or any covering to the skin?" 

"No 1 The encylopedlas are wrong when they say he has bris¬ 
tles like a cat. No m miraal has scales. The whale Is not a fish, 
no more than Is a water snake. It does not lay eggs In 
the sand, to hatch out by the heat of the sun, like a Mississippi 
alligator, nor among the rocks, or Icebergs as fish do, to 
be hatched out by the ripples. No! no! The whale Is a warm 
blooded animal, like an ox; In fact we speak of them as cattle 
On a whaler you will not hear the word whale from one week's 
end to another. We say ‘cow’ andVcalf and * bull.” 

“Do they swim together In schools, like herring, and mack¬ 
erel?” 

“No! They sometimes congregate In numbers, like prairie 
chickens in the Fall, on their feeding grounds, but the rule Is 
they go singly or In pairs. In the breeding season the bull Is 
usually a kind and watchful father. Although, sometimes he 
deserts the family, and the cow, being unable always to provide 
for the calf, It sometimes dies.” 

“How many calves do they have at a birth?" 

“ Usually but one, though sometimes two and even three have 
been reported from reliable sources, yet Bbe never raises but one. 
They suckle their young like a cow; the breasts being Bltuated a 
little below and back of the side flipper joints, one on each side. 
They hold twenty to forty gRllonB of milk, which looks like cow’s 
milk, but Is as bitter as quassl or gall. It sours as soon as cow's 
milk; a fog or thunder will turn It." 

“ How long do they suckle their young?" 

“ Like other young mammals, a calf will take his milk as long 
as he can get It. Old whalers Bay they nurse till they are five 
years old. I believe they are weaned about the time the 1 brush’ 
(baleen) flrat appears in the mouth. They are six to twelve feet 
long when born, and possibly fifteen to twenty when weaned." 
“What Is the whale’s period of gestation?" 

"Any estimate Is only b^sed upon supposition. We say aboard 
ship about three to five years A whale will nurse Its young as 
long as she will ' carry’ it; If she gives It milk for five years, we 
reckon she will ‘carry’ abont five years. This is usually a pretty 
good rule to go by In animal life.” 

“ How long do they live?" 

“Some have estimated that they reach eight hundred or a thou¬ 
sand years, but In this I think they are ‘ at sea.’ We calculate 
a whale’s age by the formation and color of the ‘brush.’ There 
are rings In whalebone just as there are on a deer’s antlers. The 
first ring shows Itself at ten years, but after sixty years all slgn6 
fall. After this we give It up.” 

“ How fast do they swim?’’ 

“ Generally about four or live miles an hour when out for a 
pleasure swim. When frightened, before they dive, they go 
about twelve knots au hour; when wounded they suddenly plunge 
and fairly shoot away from the boat at forty to Bixty knots; when 
they get winded they come up, and If we are near enough we give 
them the lance; then if the barpooner strikes a good aim and shoots 
a bomb lance Into a vital part, the purpose is accomplished, and 
the chase soon ends " 

“ How do you know when he la dead?” 

he rises to the surface of the water he keels over on his 
beam end; we then throw an iron Into his under jaw and tow him 
alongside the vessel, where he la stripped of the blubber.” 

“ How long will they remain under water?” 

“ We never miss them more than twenty minutes at a time, 
either when feedlDg or from fright, or when wounded. I have 
seen them dive and come up four miles away; then twenty min¬ 
utes seemed an hour." 

“How large do they grow?” 

“They have been known to be one hundred and fifty feet long, 
sixty-three feet In circumference, twenty-one feet In diameter, 
seventeen feet flukeB from tip to tip, twenty feet length of jaw, 
and estimated to weigh one hundred and twenty tons. We calcu¬ 
late In a mature whale a ton to the running foot." 

“Where are the best whaling grounds?” 

“ Anywhere In the Arctic regions la good whaling ground. 
We all fit out for Greenland, which la considered the best, and 
change our course when we hear of new feeding grounds or a 
fresh run. We often ship for a ground and never go near It. 
Behring’s Straits, Davis’ 8tralts, Baffin’s Bay, and Hudson’^ 
Bay, where they come down to feed, are all good.” 

“ What Is the best season of the year to go whaling?” 

“ One Is as good as another. We sometimes leave In January 
to reach certatD grounds, and again ship In July to strike others. 
The catch Is good In the Arctic regions at all seasons, provided 
the whales are not driven off by too many whalers. You find five 
big Dutch brigs to one English barque up In the Arctic. That’s 
where they strike for." 

“ What are the whale’B greatest enemies besides man?" 
“Parasites, molluscs, and crustaceans, and whale-lice; the lat¬ 
ter sometimes cover the whale until It looks white and the skin 
Is all eaten off. But the greatest enemies are the swordfish, 
thresher, killer and shark. The sword-fish attacks from below; 
the thresher and killer strike him above, and the shark lives off 
the dead body after the others have killed It.” 

“ Do you ever use the whale as food?” 

“ The Esquimaux- use the blubber and flesh for food, the sinews 
for thread, the bones\nd baleen for weapons and Implements. 
Sometimes we ctft a steak from the tall, and cook our food with 
the blubber. After we have tried the oil from the firet batch of 
blubber we use the scrap for fuel under the try-kettles. When 
the blubber Is hot wd use It for roasting purpotes. We make 
doughnuts, soak crackers, or roast pigs In the boiling fat. It la 
splendid eating up In that still, cold climate. Nothing Is too fat 
for os In the Arctic.” 

“ Where Is the spermaceti foUnd?" 

“In the head of the sperm whale. It Is a white, fatty sub¬ 
stance, and crystallzes out of the oil. It Is semi-transparent and 
brittle. We simply knock In the ‘ crown shield ’ and dip It out 
with buckets; a whale yielding from forty to two hundred and 
sixty barrels.” 

“Does the water really get bloody when you kill a whale?” 
“Yes; the water looks like a ‘sea of blood’ for acres about 
the battle If two whales are fighting, or when killed. The Green¬ 
land whales thrash one another with their flakes (or tails). The 
sperm whale attacks with the head and flank. Whales will die In 
from fifty minutes to three days,accordlngas they are hit In a vital 
part; and we calculate eighty barrels of blood to a full-sized 
whale. The bodily temperature Is about that of an ox.” 

“ Where do our whalers usually start from*" 

“ New Bedford, Provlncetown, Gloucester and Stonlngton are 
the most prominent whaling ports In New England.” 

“ What kind of craft la generally used for whaling purposes?” 
“A merchant full rigged brig ora bark.” 

“ Will yon describe a whaling trip? Tell me what you do, 
what number of men you ship, and what Is your outfit?” 

"The somber of men depends upon the size of the vessel. A 
ship’s complement IS forty to sixty; they sign articles for three 
I years or a voyage, on wages or per pontage; wsgee rate accord- 


ing to the grade. We have on board boys, apprentlc e, lands¬ 
men, seamen, and mechanics. We are provisioned for three 
years, and carry one year’s water. The run to the grounds Is 
made In from ten weeks to seven months, according to the 
grounds for which we steer our oourse, and the fair or unfavor¬ 
able winds we meet.) Wo ballast with food and water, some¬ 
times with stone or earth. 

“Upon reaching the whaling grounds the first work la drilling the 
crews. The lookout Is posted, and If a whale Is sighted, the 
first or harpooning crew * puts out,’ followed by the second or 
lancing crew; the third or tow crew then put out; If the whale 
Is off a great distance the fourth crew puts out and the ship Is 
almost deserted. If the harpooning crew strike the whale the 
second crew which has not been tired by the long, hard chase, 
take up the fight and lance him. If he la Immediately killed the 
third crew make fast and tow him along side. The fluke hooks 
lowered and made fast, with the tow line fastened to the bits 
hold him fast fore and aft. The butchcre are sent down, the 
tackle Is lowered, the blubber Is sllcedUnto chunks and hoisted 
on deck. After the blubber Is stripped the upper jaw Is Bawed 
off and holBttd on deck and the carcass cast'adrljt. Sometimes 
from one to twenty gallons of ambergris Is taken from around the 
vent. If prospects are good and another whale Is sighted the 
crews are put out again. If not, the ship’s crew set to and chop 
up blubber, and pack It away in barrels. If prospects still prove 
unfavorable we make for other grounds and durlDg the passage 
‘ try ’ out blubber, which will yield, on the average, two-thirds 
oil.” 

“ Is whallDg very dangerous?” 

“ Yes! the business la risky, but not so much from the danger 
of being killed by the whale, as by being lost In a fog. For 
Instance; the boats have been sent out to sight for a catch; a 
heavy fog suddenly sets In and settles down close on the water, 
obscuring the ship and all bearings from view. Then we lose 
our reckoning. The fog Is so dense that we cannot see one 
another In the boat; In fact, we cannot see our hands when held 
at arm’s length before our faces. No alarms or signals can be 
seen or beard; we lose each other, we lose ourselves, we go adrift, 
and water and provisions giving out, we jump overboard. Occa¬ 
sionally a boat Is shattered by a blow from the flukes, when the 
whale Is wounded, and then It Is every man for himself. If a 
man Is stunned, or falls to grasp a piece of the wreck, he Is 
almost sure to go under, unless picked up by the other crews.” 

“ How do you kill them?” 

“ With a harpoon, lance, or bomb-lance; the latter Is the most 
scientific and destructive method. Strychnine and prussic acid 
have been shot iDto them, but we handle and eat too much blub¬ 
ber to allow these poisons to be used. Electricity has also been 
tried. The bomb-lance, however, Is the most modern and ap¬ 
proved destroyer. It may be described simply as a common lance 
made hollow BDd loaded with a fuse shell. A simple cod-line Is 
attached to the lance, about 300 fathoms In length. The line to 
a harpoon or lance Is only used as a feeler or guide as to the posi¬ 
tion, or whereabouts of the whale,not to tow him In, or hold him 
with, as mBDy suppose; and you will understand all this talk 
about harpoons with two-inch rope Is nothing but bosb. How 
could a mao throw a harpoon fifty feet, and 6trlke a whale with 
100 feet of two-inch rope on his arm, and seventy-five feet of It 
going with a ten-pound harpooD.” 

“ Are whales becoming scarce ?” 

“ Oh, no. On the contrary they are more plenty. For several 
years the trade In oil has been dull, owing to the large supply, 
at a cheaper price, of kerosene. Many other lubricants and oils 
have also been substituted for whale oil.. As a consequence, not 
so many vessels have engaged In the business, and the whales 
have so to speak, ‘ had a rest,’ and were never more plenty 
than at present In the Arctic. Notwithstanding their numbers 
aDd ease of capture I think the outlook for a return of the good 
old dayB of big ships, and plenty of them, and a booming trade, 
la not encouraging. Whalebone and Ivory, and spermaceti will 
always be In demand, and whale oil, though not so extensively 
used as a lubricant, Is fust finding its way into manufactories, and 
other mercantile channels; and, as long as there is a demand, 
there will be plenty of fishing smacks and small craft to supply 
the trade.” 

The Whalmien't Shipping Litt In lie thirty-seventh annual re¬ 
view of the whale fishery of the United States, In summarizing 
the business of the year will say—states the New York Herald — 
“Although the wave of prosperity that has swept over the United 
S ates has not placed the whaling Interest In a profitable position, 
we cherish the hope that they may yet be benefited. 

“The business of the past year has been to a certain extent, 
changed during the past two or three years by the constant re¬ 
tirement of vessels, of which twenty-eight now He at our wharves 
and a few others have been sold. Of the number to arrive the 
present year many will be retired, and the fleet bids fair to be 
much reduced. Right whaling la now the order of the day, as Its 
prospects appear better than the catching of the sperm oil whale 
at present prices, and If the sperm whales are Deglected for a 
time who knows but that we shall find them after a while as abun¬ 
dant as they were a few years since? Large fares of whale oil are 
more easily taken than of sperm, and the business Is of a more 
lively and exciting nature, while the usual high price of whale¬ 
bone makes It more profitable. New Bedford’s present fleet 
numbers 177 vessels at sea and In port, against 178 last year, 186 
In 1879, and 187 In 1878. 8perm whaling has not been a success, 
vessels in the North Atlantic making only a fair average, and 
those on river Platte and Tristan doing poorly, while on the coast 
of Africa catchee were good and some vessels took large fares. 
Off New Zealand the fleet met with poor success, excepting one 
vessel, and off Chill sperm whales were not so abundant as form¬ 
erly. Near the Gallipagoe Islands and tbelr vicinity two vessels 
did well, and the Indian Ocean and New Holland were entirely 
Deglected. The continued low price for sperm oil and the scarc¬ 
ity of whales bave discouraged many who have long followed 
this branch and the success of Tight whalers Induces them to 
change to that which appears more remunerative. 

“ Right whaling baa yielded good results. In the Arctic ocean 
whalers were very abundant, and the quantities of oil taken 
were limited only by the size of the vessels and the number of 
casks carried, the fleet averaging 1,400 barrels of oil, and 33,000 
pounds of whalebone—being the handsomest retnrn for many 
years. 16 the different southern oceans rtgl t whaling was prose¬ 
cuted by a large number of vessels with varying success, and dar¬ 
ing the 8ummer large catches of humpback were made on the 
coasts of South America and Africa, the high price, compared 
with other oils, stimulating many In that direction. 

“The stock of crude oil In the hands of Importers,manufacturers 
and others, both In Europe and this country, Is ranch less than at 
this time last year. The quantity afloat is 4,690 barrels leas. 
The consumption of sperm oil has been folly equal to that of the 
past few geare, and possibly somewhat Increased, and In Europe 
It Is expected that the figures will show that the consumption 
there was nearly If not quite up to average of previous years. 
Our estimates of the Imports of sperm and whale oils for the yfcer 
1880 were nearly correct, bnt the Importation of whalebone (as 
the success of the Arctic fleet cannot be foretold) will 6e beyond 
our figures. We estimate the Imports for the coming year as fol¬ 
lows:—Sperm o41, 39,000 barrels; whale oil, 48,000 barrels; 
whalebone, 35,000 to 85,000 pounds,” 
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Notts. 

Dbtkoit, Mioh., J»d. 5.—At the FUto fishing through the Ice 
Is very floe Indeed. Id regard to oar State Fish Hatcher;, I 
can ool; sa; we were sorely disappointed In not being able to 
procure the eggs necessary to fill the hatchings. The men who 
did the work did all that men could do to procure them, but the 
storms were too severe. They succeed In getting only five mill¬ 
ions of eggs of the whltefisb. In the S prlng, Mr. Chase and his 
assistants will go to the Au Sable river and batch the grayling In 
their native waters, Instead of transporting the ova. I think It 
a move In the right direction (or that peculiar fish. The Com¬ 
mission are at work also on trout; and will, perhaps, do some¬ 
thing with eels. I, (or one, think It a mistake to plant the latter, 
but, the public demand them, therefore the Commission are 
(orced to submit. I very much (ear the da; will come when the 
commissioners will be denounced (by the same public) for having 
planted them. Yet, time will determine whether I am right or 
wrong. Wakazoo. 

Raids on the Fykes. —We are glad to see that the game con¬ 
stables down East still continue to raid the (yke nets. One of 
the most efficient of these officials Is Constable Schwartz, of 
Rochester. He walked eighteen miles and cut through twenty- 
two Inches of Ice the other day and took out eight Dets. The 
example of our Eastern friends Is worthy of emulation In the 
West.

Lactation iu Human Beings and Animals. , 


There are on record many cases of abnormal lactation among 
the lower animals as well as lu the human subject. The maternal 
Instinct Is one of the most powerful In the animal world, and 
there are numerous examples of Its betDg so strongly excited In 
females (other than the mother) in favor of the young of animals 
of the same, and even of different species, as to determloe the 
abundant secretion of milk. Domestic animals, such as cats and 
dogs, have been koown to suckle young of other Bpecles, even 
when they hsd no progeny of their own; and corresponding In¬ 
stances among women who have foatered orphan children, are on 
record In the physiological journals. Nay. more than this, the 
following case Is related by Humboldt of a man who became the 
wet nurse to an Infant child: 

In the village of Arenas, which Is Inhabited by Indians of the 
same race as those of ban Fernando, there lived a laborer, Fran¬ 
cisco Lozano, who hsd suckled a child. Its mother happening to 
be sick, be took It, and, In order to quiet It, be pressed it to bis 
breast, when the stimulus Imparted by the sucking of the child, 
caused a flow of milk. The travelers saw the certificate drawn up 
on the spot to attest this remarkable fact, of which several eye¬ 
witnesses were still living. The man was not at Areuas during 
tbelr stay at the mission; but afterward visited them at Cumana, 
accompanied by bis son, when M. Bonpland examined bis breasts, 
and found them wrinkled like those of women who have nursed. 
He was not an Indian, but a white, descended from European 
parents. Alexander Benedictus relates a similar case of an in¬ 
habitant of Syria; and other authors have given examples of the 
same nature. 

lu the earlier volumes of The Field several cases of abnormal 
iactatl -u are recited. Mr. Francis Francis, In the number for Oc¬ 
tober 27, 1860, alluding to a vl6it to the Vine Kennels, writes: 

“ Amonest other things, Mr. -showed me a sight which I 

cannot underetand. He pointed to a bitch suckling a numerous 
litter of puppies, and said: ‘Not only are those popples not the 
bitch’s own, but she Is positively s maiden bitch, and that Is 
actually the second Utter of puppies she Is bringing up. She 
had brought up ooe litter belonging to another bitch, and they 
were just being taken from her when this litter required a mother. 

I did not know what to do for one; I hardly liked to try It, but 
I did, and she took to them directly, and there she Is, suckling 
them and doing well.’ The pups were about six weeks old." This 
communication called forth a letter from Mr. E. Nlchelson, of 
St. Mary’s Hospital, who stated: “ There are cases where not 

only maiden women, but men, have suckled cbildreo. In the 
Cape Verde Islands women who have boroe one child can at auy 
time officiate as wet nurses by fomenting the bressts with a de¬ 
coction of the leaves of the jatropha.’’ Again, Mr. Bprent, of 
Reading, writes In The Field ot November 10, 1860: “I have at 
tbls time a bitch of the terrier kiod and a kitten nearly full grown, 
which are unuqpally fond of each other, being continually to¬ 
gether, and fondling. The bitch has never had puppies, but she 
was rather proud when she took to the kitten and had a good 
secretion of milk—so much, Indeed, that she would take the 
kitten from her mother, and get It to lie down and snck the milk 
from her.” Another correspondent, writing In The Field, Feb¬ 
ruary 9 , 1861, states: 

‘‘A few years back a terrier bitch—Vic—that I then possessed, 
whelped, end being a favorite, was allowed a box In my house to 
rear her progeny. A daughter by a former litter, then about 
ten months old, who had, If I recollect right, not even shown 
any Inclination to breed, evinced a great Interest In the proceed¬ 
ings, and, though at first repulsed by Vic, eventually succeeded 
In obtaining a footing In the box, and curled herself up side by 
side with Vic among the pups,who soon began to suck her, and 
In a few days' her teats were full of milk. She continued, In 
company with her and her mother, to suckle them until old 
enough to be weaoed, Invariably showing the greatest uneasiness 
If any were removed, and carrying them In her mouth to a place 
of safety with the same cqrq that a bitch shows for its young. 
Vie had a propensity, which I never eaw In any other bitch, of 
Btesllng other bitches’ pops, and would also take othi r young 
animals under her protection. At one time, when endeavoring 
to rear some young wolves and foxes whilst she had pups, I dis¬ 
covered her with notouly her own and a couple of whelps of. 
anotherslut’s In her box, but a young wolf and a couple of young 
foxes all enjoying a pull at her teats together, whilst she kept 
licking and fondling them with every symptom of pleasure dis¬ 
played lo.ber sensible-looking face and eyes.”— Capsicum (Ben¬ 
gal. December 9, I860). 

The case, however, which I am about to put upon record Is, I 
think, unprecedented, Inasmuch ss It Is that of a sterile hybrid 
animal suckling another. The facts are as follows: An aged, 
brown, female mule, that formerly, when In the possession of 
Messrs. Flower, of Stratford-on-Avon, had taken prizes at the 
large shows as a beaky draught mule, passed Into the stables of 
Mr. Cole, of Churcbstreet, Chelsea, who Is well known as one 
who has employed mule labor with great advantage for many 
years. At the request of my friend Mr. C. L. Sutherland, of 
Coombe, I accompanied him to the stables of Mr. Cole, where 
we saw the mule In question, and a yonog male donkey nearly a 
year old. This donkey foal had been bought, and allowed to 
run about the stable yard. It bad been noticed to follow the 
mule, and at night to go Into her stall at the further end of the 
stable, where he was observed sucVlDg the mule, whose odder, 
on examination, was found folly charged with- milk. Thinking 
(be proceeding rather 11 unnatural,” Mr. Cole had the donkey re¬ 


moved, and the mule milked by hand; but tbls was not done to 
a sufficient extent, and, in conseqneDce, milk abscess occurred, 
which opened, the udder having previously swollen to a very 
large size. 

This esse Is Interesting, Inasmuch as It proves that the secre¬ 
tion of milk can take place In a hybrid aDlmal which Is naturally 
sterile, and that It has no necessary connection with the maternal 
relatlona.—W. B. Teoetmsier In London Field. 


Frank Buckland Dead. 

It Is officially announced In England that Prof. Huxley has 
been appointed Inspector General of Fisheries Id place of F. 
Buckland, deceased The appointment Is good, but who will fill 
the place of the dead naturalist In all those respects wherein he 
was prominent and chief I Who will guard so jealously the 
fishing Interests of the United Kingdom! Who will frame Buch 
sumptuary laws for Parliament to enact! Who will do so much 
for the love of dolDg, and so little for reward! 

Frank Buckland’e death, on the 19th of December, 1880, Is 
described as a national loss. Perhaps It Is even more; for the 
Influence of his labors reached beyond the oceans of both hemi¬ 
spheres. It was felt In Australia as well as In America, and the 
Intermediate continent of Europe. By the persistent labors of 
ttalB Indefatigable studeDt, “He has stocked a continent with fish, 
and In bis own person and almost at his own expense, has done, 
so far as It was In the power of one man to do, for his own 
country what Is done by the governments of other lands.” This 
Is the concession which the press of London claims for hls efforts. 
Enthusiastic beyond compare In this particular branch of national 
science, Ichthyology, his services were handsomely acknowledged 
at sundry times by testimonials and medals from various societies 
and corporate bodies In France aud England. He waa honored, 
not only with many public offices, but by membership In many 
associations for the promotion of natural science. Educated as 
a physician and surgeon, he early abandoned his profession to 
devote himself to flBh-culture and propagation, and, as early as 
1868, established at bis own expense the “ Museum of Economic 
Fish-Culture," under the Science and Art Department of South 
Kensington. He was repeatedly appointed a special commis¬ 
sioner to Inquire Into the economy and abuses of the 0sheries of 
England and Scotland, and his reports were made the ba6ls of 
acts of Parliament to regulate and govern the same. He was In¬ 
strumental In planting and establishing trout and salmon In 
New Zealand and Australia. 

Potential as were his leading efforts, the sum of hiB great uee- 
fnloess was comprised in those coD&tant Investigations and con¬ 
tributions to natural science which he made throughout his long 
connection with the Fisheries and Natural Hiatory Department 
Of Land and Water', features of that valued publication 
which earned for themselves the stamp of authoritative utter¬ 
ance and conclusive demonstration. Qenlal and easily accessi¬ 
ble, he waB the patron of fishermen, and the constant recipient of 
everything monstrous, rare or curious in nature; never despis¬ 
ing the humblest Inquiry, or refusing bis services to those In 
search of knowledge. In this way, he was enabled to discover 
and determine a vast number of new species and varieties, and 
thereby to greatly extend the sphere of acquired knowledge. 
Who, then, shall designate a person of his peculiar composition 
qualified to become his successor? It i6 for this reason, possibly, 
more than any other, that his death Is deplored as a national loss. 

Once In a genera'lon some special spirit of genius rises up to 
elucidate those problems which have long bsllled Investigation, 
and having shed Its effulgent radiance of scientific light and ac¬ 
complished Its sublime mission, disappears, to be succeeded by 
some other lumlDary of different elements, alms, and purposes. 
In this way, by here a little and there a little, the light of uni¬ 
versal knowledge Is diffused snd permanently established. Frank 
Buckland was ODe of those special spirits of genius.

participate Id an “ all-comera' ” match at Wfmbledon In July next. Ho 
said If they accepted that Invitation they would be throwing away all 
the honor* they had achieved.

Boston Riflemen and Ranges. 


Boston, Mass. 

Editor Chxoaoo Field: — As the Chicago Field has more readers lu 
Bo-ion than any other sporting paper published, aud as our riflemen 
aud rifle ranges are a prominent feature of our legitimate sports, 1 this 
week udd to my usual report of matches and range practice, a short 
synopsis of who our best marksmen are, and where the ranges are sit¬ 
uated, and bow a sirangor can reach them on starting from Boston. 
Toe central polut, the first of which I will take up, Is the Walnut Hill 
Range. 

The range of the Mu8*achueeitH Rlfl* Association Is located In the 
eastern part of Woburu “The Walout Hill district,” ten and-one-half 
miles from Boston, on tbo Boetou and Lowell railroad, andonc-halfmile 
from the Walnut Hill Station. The fare from Bunion for a single ticket 
is sixty cents round trip, but the association have special commutation 
tickets, issued only to members of tbo Maapnchueett* Rifle Association, 
for ten rides between Boston and Walnut Hill for one dollar and twenty- 
five cents. Passengers can also takp conveyance between the Walnut 
Hill Station and the range by barge, of which Mr. William Kendal] is 
rletor of the best; fare ten cents each way. 

e range contains about forty acres or land, which Is divided Into 
ranges of from 200 yards to 1100 yards distances. 

Upon the grounds are two buildings, the lower one in the rear of the 
1000 yards firing points, and the Pavilion on the 200 yards firing points. 
In the Summer lime the latter can be opened nil around by raising 
the sides, and In the Wlutcr it is keptcloBed, and heated by two laige 
stoves. In froutof this building will be seen six targets-, four of Iron, 
and two of paper, ou a sash of canvas. The former are divided for 
Creedmuor count, the latter for Maes-ichusetta couut. The scores ou the 
latter are Indicated on a large clock-face at the right of each target. Be¬ 
neath these targets l*> a pit, heated by a stove, where the markers stay 
during sbootlDg. It is protected from the bnllels by ou embankment 
of earth about ten feet thick. These targets are four by fIx feet and 
used for all distances up to aud including 800 yards, bull's-eye eight 
Inches In diameter. Farther down the rouge will be scon two more 
targets of iruu. size six by six feet, bull's-eye twenty-two inches in 
diameter, used for all distances over 30 ) yards up to and including 600 
yards. The body of ihe range is used for the long range for which there 
are four targets, size six by twelve feet aud usea for all distance* from 
600 up to and including 1100 yards Maklug a total or twelve targets in 
all, at which a very large number of riflemen can be accommodated at 
the same lime. 

There will also ba sceu upon Ihe range four large red flags on poles 
about foity feet high: used to deuole tbe direction of the wind as is 
also the large clock or dial which Is in full view of all ranges or dis¬ 
tances. Also at each firing point will be seen small red flags which- 
are used as signals to the markers. 

At the entrance aud upon the Pavilion two United States flags float 
proudly iu the breeze. The 200-yardts' pit is connected with the Pavil¬ 
ion by telephone, which is very convenient. In this pavilion at about 
noon lime will be seen a large table soread with delicacies agreeable 
to Ihe educated appetites of the rinemeD. Spectators also can get a 
good dinner for a moderate price, furnished by the caterer, Mr. William 
Kendall 

Tbls range held its fjrmal opening on Thursday, November 16, 1876, 
haviug only two targets and those ou the 200 yards' rauge. There were 
only iTiiriy members who Indulged in the pool and prize shooting. The 
first prize, tbe bronze medal of tbe National Rifle Association, was 
won by Mr. J. B. Osborn, aud the four other prizes were won by 
Messrs. Sanborn, Poland, Rockwell and Osgood. The range was laid 
out and superintended by L-apt. W. U. Jackson, who from the begin¬ 
ning has been a very active member upon the range. 

Among the riflemen will be found some very excellent marksmen. 
So many of them are excellent shots tbelr names would be “loo 
numerous to mention.” Mr. J. N. Frye, now president of tbe associa¬ 
tion.Is always present at all matches extending a welcome and friendly 
baud to all visitors, as well as to his brother sportsmen. 

Mr. George Fowle has been the range keeper since the opening, but 
he is getting quite aged now, is wearing out faster than the Iron largete 
and some of the young members, and will soon have to resign his posi¬ 
tion. 

The Massachusetts Rifle Association now Includes upward of 200 
members aud Is iu a healthy, growing and prosperous condition. 

In some future number 1 will give you a description of some of the 
other Boston ranges.

The National Rifle Association. 


At the nlDlh annua) meeting of the N. R. A. A , held In New York) 
Jauuary 12, we learn from the New York Heratd % that there were 
present, among others, Major General Alexander bhalcr, Colonel Fred¬ 
eric* A. Coukllog, ex-Judge Stuuton, Colonel John Ward, General 
George W. Wiugate, Colouul G. D. Scott, A Alford, Colonel H. G. 
Litchfield, of General Hancock's atafl'; Cantaiu W. J. Mclntlre, Colonel 
J G Story aud Colonel C.Clark, of the International Rifle Team of 
1880; J. P. M. Richards. CoIodp.I John Bodine aud Major Henry Fulton. 

The secretary, Mr. Frank J. Donaldson, on reading hi- annual report, 
set forth, among other matters, that but five rifle clubs or aneodailons 
affiliated with the National Rifle Association during the past year. 
These were the Amateur Rifle Club,-of New York; the Empire Rifle 
Club, of New York; the New York Rifle Club, of New York; tbe Ilton 
Rifle Association, of New York, and ibe PeDflsylvnnla stale Rifle Asso¬ 
ciation, of Pennsylvania. During the year the nnmber of meetings 
held was 111. There were awarded 818 prizes, the cosh value or which 
was $11,425 43 A comparison with the matches of 1879 shows gains 
for 1880, exclusive of the meetings, of thirty matches, 378 prizes (valued 
at $1,775.49), 2.000 entries, aud $1,610entran.ee fees receipts. The report 
concluded as follows: 

“ In conclusion I beg to call the attention of Lbe life members to the 
necessity of being represented by directors who will take an active, not 
a passive. Interest in Its affairs, for there la every probability that dur¬ 
ing the ensuing year the association will have only :tself to look to for 
the necessary expenses to keep Creedmoor open. Therefore your uew 
directors should be selected with a view to obtaining those who will ex¬ 
ert themselves to obtain prizes as well as subscriptions, if Creedmoor Is 
not to be a thing of the pant. As general dissatisfaction exists with 
the management, and as many of the more prominent frequenters of 
Creedmoor have expressed themselvoB to the effect that the best Inter¬ 
ests of the association would be conserved by tb" election of au entirely 
new board of directors, and, not wishing to be a stumbling block In the 
way of such a change, I choerfully tender my resignation as director.” 

It was plainly observable that the above allualon to the remissuess of 
some of tue directors was not relished by a majority of those present. 
When General Wiugate submitted tbe question*® to the acceptation or 
the secretary’s report, exclusive of the concluding paragraph, an ani¬ 
mated discussion at once sprung up. 

Major Fulton, in making a point of order, poohooed tho offensive 
abuse, saying there was no Question bofore the niuuling, that all present 
knew what would be done when such a motion wa* offered, aud the sec¬ 
retary knew when be wrote it how It Would be received. 

At this Mr. Donaldson became Indiguant. and, rising from his seat, he 
addressed Major Fulton, saying thatlf he (the latter) or any other per¬ 
son In the room thought that he (Mr Doualdson) wrote out his resigna¬ 
tion for tbe purpose of making capital among tho life members, they 
were rolstakon in their tnau. 

Colonel Sanford moved that the concluding portion of tho report be 
stricken ouL , „ 

Here Mr. Donaldson again arose angrily, and addressing Captain 
Carmichael, s&ld he want* I him and all present to distinctly understand 
that ho submitted bis report to no man or men. Ho was responsible 
for his report to no one but himself, and he did not iDtend to be bull¬ 
dozed by Captain Carmichael or any ono else. 

As Mr. Donaldson had become much excited, and bad made ono or 
two steps toward that part of tbe room where Captain Carmichael was 
standing quite unconcernedly. General Wingate rapped violently for 
order, and reminded Mr. Donaldson that he should address the Chair. 

Caplalu Carmichael disclaimed any Intention of being offensive, but 
at tbe same lime he thought it strange that tbe report or the secretary 
before going out to the world, had not been submitted to the Board of 
Directors. _ _ , 

After some further discussion the ofl'ending clause of the secretary • 
report was stricken out, on motion of Captain Bruce. 

Major Fulton offered a resolution that the association finds It Inez 
pedlent to accept the Invitation of Earl Stanhope to aend a team to

Recently Capt. E. E. Stubbs gave an exhibition of his skill with tbe 
shot-gun and rifle before a select audience at th‘ Grand Opera House, 
Little Rock, Ark., of which the Little Rock Ontette says ; 

“A large screen had been put up at the right wing, aud the Captain 
standing at the opposite aide of the stage, perlorraed a series of shots 
which have never been equaled in Little Rock.
